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What Happening With Your Equity Program 


last Equity lot has hap- 

pened the equity market. Re- 
cently published reports from Na- 
tional All-Jersey (NAJ) and the Na- 
tional Milk Producers Federation 
(NMPF) indicate the entire industry 
undergoing changes milk pric- 
ing and production levels. 

With per capita consumption 
manufactured dairy products such 
butter. ice cream and cheese in- 
creasing dramatically over the past 
dairy producers feel the milk pricing 
system should reflect those changes 
values. 

NAJ reports. wholesale cheese 
prices are reflecting the change. “On 
May 20. 1988, the National Cheese 
Exchange Cheddar block price was 
$1.14 per pound. September 
per pound increase. 
During the same the Cheddar 
barrel price has increased from $1.09 
per pound the current price 
$1.2675 per pound, increase 
$.1775 per reports the 
Equity Newsletter. 

Mirroring the increased demand 
for end-product pricing has 
benefited dairymen with immediate 
milk price increases. The base for 
this pricing system determined 
the Minnesota-Wisconsin (M-W) 
price. which has shown increase 
from its April 1988 low $10.33 
the current $10.98. Producers should 
note. NAJ cautions, that the M-W 
price does not tend “respond 
quickly changes the cheese 
fact. gives the following 
rule thumb: For every one-cent- 
per-pound increase decrease 
the cheese market. the M-W price will 
change (cwt.). 

Cheese not the only manufac- 
tured product that has shown re- 
markable expansion the market- 
place. Yogurt sales have increased 
percent between 1976 and 1986. 
response the escalated demand. 
some yogurt plants have begun pay- 
ing premium for high-solids milk. 
NAJ expects that more plants will 
implementing similar programs. 
Since most manufacturers supple- 
ment raw milk with non-fat milk 
the production their yogurt. 
the advantage use 
high-solids milk such Guernsey 
miik. NAJ states, the primary 
benefit the savings “in processing 
costs due not needing add 
add much purchased non-fai 
solids.”

While the news the cheese and 
yogurt industries very good. dairy 
producers should aware that fewer 
and fewer dairy plants are manufac- 
turing more than one product. fact 
the number has dropped from 2,120 
1983 1.933 1987. the top- 
five dairy states (Wisconsin, Califor- 
New York. Minnesota and Penn- 
sylvania). the decrease ranges from 
two percent California per- 
cent Minnesota. 

Manufacturers dairymen 
looking the MCP program are con- 
cerned with other issues, such as, 
“What will the effect producers’ 
milk price compared skim-butter- 
fat pricing?” The following data 
based the plan that has been 
implemented the Great Basin Fed- 
eral Order.

Some dairymen may startled 
the number producers receiving 
lower price under the MCP program. 
Calvin Covington explained. 
“When you put MCP into Federal 
Order, the total amount money 
available pay producers the 
same, just redistributed more 
fairly and equitably.” Covington clar- 
ified the advantages producers 
high-solids milk “In the 
long run, (MCP) will create more 
money the market and provide 
incentive for producers improve 
the quality their product.” 

Among the changes occuring 
the dairy industry whole, the 
Holstein World devoted their October 
issue “Protein Performers.” 
highlighted the top 100 Holstein pro- 
tein-producing cows, the importance 
protein foreign buyers, the value 
protein and interviews with breed- 
ers marketing milk under Multiple 
Component Pricing (MCP) programs. 

the milk marketing front. Dair- 
ymen, referred NAJ the “na- 
tion’s third-largest dairy coopera- 


tive,” implementing pricing pro- 
gram for high-solids milk producers. 
Cooperative members, most whom 
are producing Grade milk this 
fluid milk whose milk 
shipped cheese plant 
Kentucky, receive the 
premium. 

Reporting events further north, 
December newsletter stated 
that equity markets New York are 
continuing improve through in- 
creases protein payments such 
the northern tier New York 
where Cuba Cheese now offering 
higher protein premiums and ex- 
pansion areas where equity pric- 
ing available. The Great Basin plan 
has provided example market for 
Equity Milk Cooperative’s western 
New York high-protein producers. 

The United States Department 
Agriculture (USDA) projects posi- 
tive outlook for domestic and world 
dairy markets 1989. During the 
National Milk Producers Federation 
(NMPF) meeting Anaheim, Cali- 
fornia, representatives from USDA 
reported they expect both increases 
production and continuing 
strength cheese and nonfat dry 
milk markets. 

The NMPF Economics Report 
states, “USDA projects that global 
milk production for 1988 less 
than one percent from last year. This 
modest increase due primarily 
the strict production controls used 
the European Community (EC). 
U.S. milk production accounts from 
about 15.4 percent the world pro- 
duction 1988 and equals about 
three fifths the production. 
USDA expects world milk production 
1989 increase about one 
percent. 

“EC production controls have 
helped world markets for manufac- 
tured milk products improve dram- 
atically over the last months. Pri- 
ces for both nonfat dry milk and 
cheese have risen dramatically since 
the spring 1987. World prices for 
powder have been above U.S. support 
levels since early summer and de- 
mand for nonfat dry milk remains 
strong. Cheese prices world mar- 
kets have also risen substantially. 
with prices almost doubled from two 
years ago. Butter markets remain 
somewhat weaker, but the decline 
the huge butter stocks have 
helped world prices improve $.61 
per pound. The holds 
about percent the but- 
ter stocks. Page

“USDA expects world production 
butter and nonfat dry milk 
decline 1989, again due primarily 
the strict production control the 
EC. World butter consumption 
likely decline about two percent 
1989. Nonfat dry milk prices 
should remain strong, while further 
butter price increases may dam- 
pened the availability. World pro- 
duction cheese could increase 
about two percent over 1988 levels. 
Global consumption cheese may 
increase about 1.5 percent 
1989. 

“High nonfat dry milk prices have 
helped limit the milk available for 
casein production. Prices for casein 
have tripled over the last two years 
and should remain high. These high- 
prices have helped reduce casein 
imports into the U.S. and improve 
the demand for domestic milk pro- 
tein sources. Imports casein will 
total about 200 million pounds 
1988, down from 238 million pounds 
1987. Imports will probably 
another percent lower during 
1989.” 

The NMPF report also asserts that 
the drought has not had great 
impact U.S. milk production. De- 
spite decrease 1988 cow num- 
bers, production during the year in- 
creased three percent. addition. 
higher feed prices during the begin- 
ning the year are expected grow 
more moderate later the year due 
“normal crop yields and increased 
plantings.” 

Other predictions are for “milk 
prices slightly higher than the 
1988 average about $12.10 per 
hundredweight (cwt.), but probably 
the milk-to-feed price ratio will re- 
main well below the levels 1987. 
Cull cow prices will remain strong. 
Current heifer numbers are adequate 
maintain the current dairy herd. 
but are not likely increase sub- 
stantially. Gains milk production 
1989 will come from increased 
production per cow, did 1988. 

Evidently. increasing production 
per cow will continue Guernsey 
breeders’ ticket success 1989.

(2) Recognize good herdsmanship 
and exhibits the barn. keep- 
ing with the basic philosophy 
the PDCA, ethics are individ- 
ual responsibility the owner 
each animal shown. 

Violations these policies are sub- 
ject the disciplinary provisions 
the appropriate dairy breed associa- 
tion and/or show management. 
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are four pages nearly $40 from 
1987 totals. 

Guernsey breeders from Wisconsin 
placed 56.99 pages advertisements 
the Journal during last year earn 
$564.20 for the Wisconsin GBA. Also 
qualifying for incentive rebate was the 
Pacific Northwest GBA, which includes 
advertisements from breeders Idaho, 
Oregon and Washington. The regional 
association received check for $207.11 
for the 20.92 pages advertisements 
printed throughout 1988.

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Linear Type Changes Implemented January 


airy cattle have been ap- 
praised using scoring 

since 1980. Over the years, 
each breed and artificial insemina- 
tion (AI) organization has developed 
its own linear appraisal program. For 
consistency this system, group 
breeders and industry leaders met 
develop the unified appraisal proce- 
dure. The Linear Type Subcommittee 
the Council Dairy Cattle Breed- 
ing consisted members from the 
Purebred Dairy Cattle Association 
ma! Breeders (NAAB) and National 
Dairy Herd Improvement Association 
(NDHIR). 

The unified type appraisal pro- 
gram was finalized 1988 and imple- 
mented July 1988 Holstein 
Association USA and January 
1989 the Guernsey and Jersey 
organizations. speculated that 
the other dairy breeds, along with 
organizations, will adopting this 
system. This would mark the first 
time the dairy industry would 
scoring the same traits the same 
scale. 

Linear Traits 

The council reviewed all the 
traits that were being evaluated 
breed and organizations. The 
traits approved the council the 
linear program fit into five major 
categories. The categories and their 
components are listed: 

Form strength, body 

depth and dairy form. 

Rump rump angle (side view) 
and thurl width. 

Legs and feet rear legs (side view) 
and foot angle. 

Udder fore udder attachment, 
rear udder height. rear udder 
width, udder cleft (support) 
and udder depth. 

Teats front teat placement and 
teat length. 

The new trait added the ap- 
praisal form body depth. Body 
depth uses the depth rear rib 
the primary with modi- 
fication for extreme differences 
depth fore rib. 

Dairy form, rear udder height and 
udder depth were redefined. Dairy 
form replaces the term dairy charac- 
ter, which was defined the evi- 
dence milking ability the will 
milk. Dairy form considers the 
sharpness, angularity, flatness 
bone, openness rib and length 
neck. The appearance milkiness, 
not just the absence fleshing 
considered. Ideally, believed that 
the cow should have similar scores 
all stages her lactation. 

Rear udder height will known 
the height the rear udder attach- 
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ments, “as measured when viewed 
from the rear, based the point 
where secretory tissue begins the 
midline the cow.”

Two “old traits” have been re- 
named become more descriptive. 
The rump angle (side view), formerly 
referred pelvic angle. mea- 
sured the degree slope from 
hooks pins. The term suspensory 
ligament has been replaced with 
udder cleft (support). Both traits are 
still evaluated the same manner. 

Description the linear traits 
50-point scale. The new scale 
from rather than 50-100. 
Final score still given the 50- 
100 scale. 

Each trait has two extremes, witha 
score representing one biological 
extreme and score represent- 
ing the opposite extreme. score 
represents the midpoint between 
the extremes, but not necessarily 
the breed average. The council recom- 
mends that the case injury, the 
cow should observed from the 
least affected side.

The first rule involves first-lacta- 
tion cows. The committee instructed 
the appraisal coordinator that, “first- 
lactation cows two weeks fresh 
have the option excused due 
swelling the udder.” 

The second rule refers herds 
that have never been appraised 
have not been appraised five years. 
“At the first scoring herd (or re- 
scoring after five-year recess), only 
the first- and second-lactation cows 
must scored. Other cows may 
scored the option, except 
that the rule still applies, 
that cows previously scored once 
(possibly another herd) must 
rescored.
